On  April  6th,  1953,  during  the  1 23rd 
Annual  Conference,  Elder  Adam  S.  Bennion 
was  sustained  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve  making  him  the  70th  Apostle  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-da v  Saints. 

Elder  Bennion  brought  to  his  new  position 
the  experience  of  a  life  devoted  to  the  fields  of 
business,  civic  enterprises,  educational  and 
political  activities.  Among  the  many  positions 
that  he  has  held  in  these  fields  are:  member 
of  the  Deseret  Sunday  School  Union  General 
Board,  executive  committee  member  of  the 
Church  Board  of  Education,  member  of  the 
executive  board  of  Brigham  Young  University's 
board  of  trustees  and  the  Church  Seminary 
System,  vice  president  of  the  Utah  Power  and 
Light  Co.,  chairman  of  the  Utah  School  Survey 
Commission,  and  a  member  of  the  D.  &  R.G 
Western  Railroad  Co.  board  of  directors. 

He  is  known  throughout  the  west  for  his 
powers  as  a  public  speaker.  For  more  than 
38  years,  while  he  was  acting  on  the  Deseret 
Sunday  School  Union  Board,  he  travelled 
widely  tnroughout  the  stakes  using  his  speaking 
ability  as  an  influence  for  good.  He  is  inter- 
ested in  young  people  and  skilled  in  the  prob- 
lems of  youth.  His  understanding  of  teaching 
and  its  related  subjects  have  been  exhibited  as 
he  performed  his  various  assignments. 

Born  at  Taylorsville,  Utah,  of  pioneer  paren- 
tage, December  2,  1886,  he  was  soon  to  learn 
the  meaning  of  being  a  widows  son  when  his 
father  died  while  Elder  Bennion  was  but  a  year 
and  a  half  old.  His  mother,  Mary  Ann  Sharp, 
was  then  left  to  support  her  young  son  and  five 
sisters.  He  attended  the  public  school  of  the 
county  where  he  was  very  active  in  sporting 
events  excelling  in  track  competitions.  In 
1908  he  graduated  from  the  University  of  Utah 
with  a  bachelor  of  arts'  degree  and  then  acted 
as  an  instructor  of  English  at  the  L.D.S.  High 
School.  The  following  year  he  received  his 
masters  of  arts'  degree  at  Columbia  University, 
New  York  City.  Returning  to  Utah,  he  became 
head  of  the  English  depa.tment  at  Granite 
High  School  later  acting  as  principal  of  this 
school  from  1913  to  1917.  He  also  completed

President  McKay,  my  brethren  and  sisters,  and 
friends;  Tin;  is  a  wonderful  conference.  The 
Spirit  oi  Die  Lord  is  here;  and  your  sustaining 
faith  and  fellowship  add  to  His  power.  Together 
we  witness  to  the  world  that  this  i.s  God's 
Church. 

I  should  be  ungrateful  and  ungracious  if  I  did 
not  express  appreciation  for  the  blessings  of  the 
last  six  months.  In  a  varied  career,  these 
months  have  been  rich  beyond  compare  with 
anything  else  in  my  life.  The  kindliness  of 
friends  has  kepc  a  lump  in  my  throat  most  of 
the  time,  and  in  the  spirit  of  what  Brother 
Cowley  has  just  said,  I  am  here  today,  thanks 
to  ihe  answer  to  prayer.  It  is  an  inspiring  thing 
to  be  ordained  to  this  office  by  the  President  of 
this  Church— prophet,  seer,  and  revelator.  That 
day  I  shall  never  forget 

But  in  the  complications  that  attached  to 
trying  to  leave  one  job  and  under  the  pressure 
that  attaches  to  this  one,  I  was  brought  low,  and 
I  lay  for  five  days  unable  to  move.  I  have  had 
pains  in  my  life,  but  I  think  these  were  a  little 
more  excruciating  than  anything  I  had  known. 
For  the  first  time  in  my  life,  I  was  wholly  unable 
to  move.  Novv  if  Brother  Lee  will  pardon  this 
personal  mention:  he,  with  these  other  brethren, 
are  men  of  God.  He  was  good  enough  to  come 
into  my  home.  He  could  bear  you  witness  of  my 
helplessness,  and  in  part,  of  my  pain.  I  asked 
him  for  a  blessing,  which  he  gave  in  the  power 
that  is  his.  I  am  a  living  witness  to  you  today, 
ana  I  bear  my  testimony  humbly  and  gratefully, 
the  next  morning,  after  a  night's  peaceful  rest. 
1  arose  and  walked  I  bear  you  my  witness  that 
God  still  administers  in  the  affairs  of  man,  and 
his  servants  bearing  the  priesthood  are  our 
greatest  physicians. 

When  I  listened  to  that  statesmanlike  declara- 
tion this  morning  of  Brother  (Stephen  L.  • 
Richards.  I  wished  that  I  might  have  the 
genius  to  draw  upon  the  same  source  of  inspira- 
tion, to  bring  to  the  individual  member  of  this 
Church  some  things  I  have  been  pondering  in 
recent  weeks.    • 

Life  was  never  meant  to  be  a  holiday.  It  has 
its  problems  and  its  perplexities  and  its  crises. 
When  we  are  children,  we  turn  to  our  parents 
for  sustaining  help  Growing  into  maturity,  we 
turn  to  our  fellow  men  and  our  leaders.  Ail  my 
life  I  have  turned  to  one  other  source — a  source 
which  I  want  to  commend  to  you.  You  have 
had  it.  I  hope  you  will  keep  it  always  and 
cherish  it. 

The  Master  of  mankind  came  to  teach  us  how 
to  live,  and  He  died  that  we  might  be  resur- 
rected to  live  forever.  I  find  my  finest  challenge 
as  I  find  my  finest  hope,  as  I  turn  to  him  to 
ask.  "What  would  He  have  me  to  do?" 

Tribute  has  been  paid  to  our  leaders,  and  I 
wouldn't  flatter  them,  but  I  should  like  to 
express  an  appreciation.  Would  you  come  to 
understand  what  Jesus  taught,  what  His 
pattern  of  life  is,  then  I  beg  you  to  contemplate 
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the  life  of  our  President.  For  forty  years  I  have 
been  associated  with  him  and  have  felt  of  his 
spirit.  He  is  the  Christian  ideal — a  man  who 
has  the  capacity  to  translate  into  daily  action 
the  sublime  truths  of  Him  who  is  the  Redeemer 
of  mankind. 

A  few  weeks  back  I  had  the  privilege  of 
listening  to  a  choir,  much  like  this  choir  today 
and  of  the  last  two  days.  It  thrilled  me  so  that 
their  singing  I  cannot  forget.  You  have  sung 
their  song;  you  recall  its  wonderful  words: 

Jesus  ,the  very  thought  of  thee 
With  sweetness  fills  my  breast: 
But  sweeter  far  thy  face  to  see 
And  in  thy  presence  rest. 

Nor  voice  can  sing  nor  heart  can  frame. 
Nor  can  the  memory  find 
A  sweeter  sound  than  thy  blest  name. 
O  Saviour  of  mankind! 

Oh  hope  of  every  contrite  heart. 
O  joy  of  all  the  meek, 
To  these  who  fall  how  kind  thou  art! 
How  good  to  those  who  seek! 

Jesus,  our  only  joy  be  thou. 
As  thou  our  prize  wilt  be: 
Jesus,  be  thou  our  glory  now 
And  through  eternity.

My  brethren  and  sisters,  out  across  the 
tomorrows,  in  the  problems  that  confront  you. 
I  commend  to  you  the  life  and  the  thought  of 
Jesus  Christ.  In  these  brief  minutes  all  that 
I  can  hope  to  do  is  to  give  a  glimpse  of  one  or 
or  two  things  in  His  life,  a  suggestion  as  to  one 
or  two  things  that  He  taught,  and  then  the 
subsequent  witness  that  comes  to  us  because  we 
are  Latter-day  Saints.  Whatever  your  bringing 
up  may  have  been,  whatever  your  circumstances 
may  now  be,  please  remember  these  things: 
Jesus  was  born  away  from  home,  to  be  cradled 
in  a  manger.  I  think  only  the  mothers  here 
can  fully  appreciate  what  that  means.  He  was 
born  the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father,  and  if 
there  may  be  those  who  have  difficulty  in  re- 
conciling their  understanding  that  He  was  not 
born  of  Joseph.  I  beg  of  you  to  remember  that 
He  was  to  be  the  Author  of  the  resurrection, 
made  possible  because  of  the  divinity  that  was 
in  Him,  born  into  Him,  and  magnified  through- 
out all  His  existence. 

"And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in 
spirit,  filled  with  wisdom:  and  the  grace  of  God 
was  upon  him."  (Luke  2:40.)  I  have  always 
been  impressed  with  His  great  awakening  at 
twelve.  "And  all  that  heard  him  were  aston.shed 
at  his  understanding  and  answers."  (Ibid.,  2:47.) 

And  then  as  President  McKay  pointed  out  in 
reference  to  His  great  temptation.  After  forty 
days  you  remember  He  came  back,  and  he 
".  .  .  returned  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  .  .  ." 
(Ibid.,  4:14)  to  carry  forward  His  great  ministry. 

In  the  last  six  months  I  have  read  and  re- 
read the  gospels.  Having  been  called  to  be  a 
witness  to  Him,  I  made  my  resolution  that  I 
should  begin  by  coming  a  little  more  fully  to 
understand  Him  and  His  message.  You 
remember  that  "He  went  about  teaching  and 
preaching  and  doing  good."  What  He  d;d — and 
what  He  preached — constitute  the  gospels.  Out 
of  them  all.  let  me  name  ten  which  you  nu.y 
well  ponder: 


1.  The  Beatitudes,  first  of  all,  which  in  nine 
short  verses  present  one  of  the  most  compre- 
hensive statements  ever  given  to  tne  world: 

"Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit:  for  their's  is 
the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Blessed  are  they  that  mourn:  for  they  shall 
be  comforted. 

Blessed  are  the  meek:  for  they  shall  inherit 
the  earth. 

Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst 
after  righteousness:  for  they  shall  be  filled. 

Blessed  are  the  merciful:  for  they  shall  obtain 
mercy. 

Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart:  for  they  shall 
see  God. 

Blessed  are  the  peacemakers:  for  they  shall 
be  called  the  children  of  God. 

Blessed  are  they  which  are  persecuted  for 
righteousness'  sake:  for  their's  is  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  revile  you, 
and  persecute  you,  and  shall  say  all  manner  of 
evil  against  you  falsely,  for  my  sake. 

Rejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad:  for  great  is 
your  reward  in  heaven:  for  so  psrsecuted  they 
the  prophets  which  were  before  you."  (Matthew 
5:3-12.) 

2.  The  Golden  Rule,  than  which  there  has 
never  been  devised  a  better  principle  for  human 
relations  or  for  the  guidance  of  the  individual 
life: 

"Therefore  all  things  whatsoever  ye  would 
that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to 
them:  for  this  is  the  law  and  the  prophets." 
(Ibid.  7:12.) 

3.  The  Lord's  Prayer,  patterned  for  all  man- 
kind, sung  beautiful lv  yesterday,  couched  in 
sixty-six  words: 

"Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed 
be  they  name. 

Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth, 
as  it  is  in  heaven. 

Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread. 

And  forgive  us  our  debts,  as  we  forgive  our 
debtors. 

And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver 
us  from  evil:  Foe  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and 
the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever.  Amen." 
Qbid.,  6:9-13.) 

4.  The  spirit  of  the  Second  Mile: 

"And  whosover  shall  compel  thee  to  go  a  mile, 
go  with  him  twain."  (Ibid.,  5:41.) 

5.  His  idea  of  forgiveness  hinted  in  the  phrase: 
"Then  came  Peter  to  him,  and  said,  Lord,  how 

oft   shall   my   brother  sin   against   me,   and    I 
forgive  him?  till  seven  times? 

Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  say  not  unto  thee, 
Until  seven  times:  but,  Until  seventy  times 
seven."  (Ibid.,  18:21-22.) 

6.  "Judge  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged. 

For  with  what  judgment  ye  judge,  ye  shall  be 
judged:  and  with  what  measure  ye  mete,  it  shall 
be  measured  to  you  again.  And  why  beholdest 
thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye,  but 
considerest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own 
eye? 

Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to  thy  brother,  Let  me 
pull  out  the  mote  out  of  thine  eye;  and,  behold, 
a  beam  is  in  thin  own  eye? 

Thou  hypocrite,  first  cast  out  the  beam  out 
of  thin?  own  eye;  and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly 
to  cast  out  the  mote  out  of  thy  brother's  eye." 
(Ibid.,  7:1-5.) 
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7.  •'.  .  .  where  your  treasure  Is,  there  will  your 
heart  be  also."  (Ibid.,  6:21. > 

8.  "  .  .  .  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and 
his  righteousness;  and  all  these  things  shall  be 
added  unto  you."  (Ibid.,  6:33.) 

"Wherefore    by    their    fruits    ye    shall    know 

9.  That  challenging  remark  to  all  parents: 
them."   (Ibid.,   7:20.) 

10.  Already  hinted  here  this  morning  under 
our  limitations  of  mortality,  but  the  ideal  is 
there: 

"Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven  is  perfect."  (Ibid.,  5:48.) 

And  I  have  named  only  ten.  Would  you  catch 
the  spirit  of  them  further,  I  suggest  that  you 
compile  and  re-read  the  thirty-odd  parables.  And 
then  if  you  want  to  be  stirred,  stirred  all  the 
way  through,  read  with  these  parables,  the  same 
number  of  miracles,  and  you  will  come  in  some 
measure  to  catch  the  spirit  of  this  great  Soul. 

It  is  singularly  tragic  that  after  ail  He  did  for 
the  blessing  of  mankind.  He  should  be  led  to 
Calvary.  The  Master  of  mankind  suffered  the 
crudest  death  known  to  men.  And  whatever 
our  difficulty  may  be.  He  can  always  stand  by 
and  say  without  putting  it  into  words,  "Ail  that 
you  suffer,  I,  too,  have  suffered,  and  more."  That 
is  why  it  is  so  wonderful,  as  one  of  my  soldier 
friends  wrote  me,  out  in  the  wastes  of  Alaska, 
against  the  odds  of  military  service,  "It's  so 
wonderful  always  to  have  someone  speak  over 
your  shoulder  who  understands." 

That  were  enough  for  any  man,  but  as  Latter- 
day  Saints  we  have  two  other  witnesses  which 
I  needn't  take  the  Lime  to  expand.  If  anybody 
in  all  the  world  should  appreciate  the  Master 
of  mankind,  it  ought  to  be  Latter-day  Saints. 
Here  we  have  in  our  Book  of  Mormon  the 
account  of  His  appearance  to  those  people  who 
had  left  the  Old  World  six  hundred  years  before 
He  was  born,  with  a  remnant  who  had  gone  far 
earlier,  how  He  appeared  to  them,  and  the  glory 
of  it  all  is  that  He  appeared  after  He  had  been 
resurrected.  You  will  read  it  one  day  in  Third 
Nephi.  If  you  want  to  be  touched  and  inspired 
this  day,  I  suggest  before  it  closes,  you  turn  to 
the  eleventh  chapter,  and  in  fancy  sit  with  that 
multitude  who  had  gathered  in  the  land  of 
Bountiful,  and  have  Him  appear,  because  He 
came  to  declare  Himself,  and  the  Father 
attended  Him  and  they  heard  His  voice  saying: 
"Behold  my  Beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well 
pleased,  in  whom  I  have  glorified  my  name — 
hear  ye  him."  (3  Nephi  11:7.) 

"And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  a 
great  multitude  gathered  together,  of  the  people 
of  .Nephi,  round  about  the  temple  which  was  in 
the  land  Bountiful;  and  they  were  marvelling 
and  wondering  one  with  another,  and  were 
showing  one  to  another  the  great  and  marvellous 
change  which  had  taken  place. 

And  they  wTere  also  conversing  about  this 
Jesus  Christ,  of  whom  the  sign  had  been  given 
concerning  his  death. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  while  they  were  thus 
conversing  one  with  another,  they  heard  a  voice 
as  if  it  came  out  of  heaven;  and  they  cast  their 
eyes  round  about,  for  they  understood  not  the 
voice  which  they  heard;  and  it  was  not  a  harsh 
voice,  neither  was  it  a  loud  voice;  nevertheless, 
and  notwithstanding  it  being  a  small  voice  it 
did  pierce  them  that  did  hear  to  the  centre, 
insomuch  that  there  was  not  part  of  their  frame 
that  it  did  not  cause  to  quake;  yea,  it  did  pierce 


them    lo    the    very    .soul,    and    did    cause    their 
hearts  to  burn. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  again  they  heard 
the  voice,  and  they  understood  it  not. 

And  again  the  third  time  they  did  hear  the 
voice,  and  did  open  their  ears  to  hear  it;  and 
their  eyes  were  towards  the  sound  thereof;  and 
they  did  look  steadfastly  towards  heaven,  from 
whence  the  sound  came. 

And  behold,  the  third  time  they  did  under- 
stand the  voice  which  they  heard;  and  it  said 
unto  them: 

Behold  my  Beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well 
pleased,  in  whom  I  have  glorified  my  name  — 
hear  ye  him. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  understood  they 
cast  their  eyes  up  again  towards  heaven;  and 
behold,  they  saw  a  Man  descending  out  of 
heaven;  and  he  was  clothed  in  a  white  robe; 
and  he  came  down  and  stood  in  the  midst  of 
them;  ana  the  eyes  of  the  whole  multitude  were 
turned  upon  him,  and  they  durst  not  open  their 
mouths,  even  one  to  another,  and  wist  not  what 
it  meant,  for  they  thought  it  was  an  angel  that 
had  appeared  unto  them. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  stretched  forth 
his  hand  and  spake  unto  the  people  saying: 

Behold,  I  am  Jesus  Christ,  whom  the  prophets 
testified  shall  come  into  the  world. 

And  behold,  I  am  the  light  and  the  life  of  the 
world;  and  I  have  drunk  out  of  that  bitter  cup 
which  the  Father  hath  given  me,  and  have 
glorified  the  Father  in  taking  upon  me  the 
sins  of  the  world,  in  the  which  I  have  suffered 
the  will  of  the  Father  in  all  things  from  the 
beginning. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had 
spoken  these  words  the  whole  multitude  fell  to 
the  earth;  for  they  remembered  that  it  had  been 
prophesied  among  them  that  Christ  should  show 
himself  unto  them  after  his  ascension  into 
heaven. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  spake  unto 
them  saying: 

Arise  and  come  lorth  unto  me  that  ye  may 
thrust  your  hands  into  my  side,  and  also  that 
ye  may  feel  the  prints  of  the  nails  in  my  hands 
and  in  my  feet,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  am 
the  God  of  Israel,  and  the  God  of  the  whole 
earth,  and  have  been  slain  for  the  sins  of  the 
world. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  multitude  went 
forth,  and  thrust  their  hands  into  his  side,  and 
did  feel  the  prints  of  the  nails  in  his  hands, 
and  in  his  feet;  and  this  they  did  do,  going 
forth  one  by  one  until  they  had  all  gone  forth, 
and  did  see  with  their  eyes  and  did  feel  with 
their  hands,  and  did  know  of  a  surety  and  did 
bear  record,  that  it  was  he,  of  whom  it  was 
written  by  the  prophets,  that  should  come. 

And  when  they  had  all  gone  forth  and  had 
witnessed  for  themselves,  they  did  cry  out  with 
one  accord,  saying: 

Hosanna!  Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Most 
High  God!  And  they  did  fall  down  at  the  feet 
of  Jesus,  and  did  worship  him."  (Ibid..  11:1-17.) 
And  if  you  are  inspired  to  do  a  little  more 
reading  this  same  evening,  turn  over  to  the 
seventeenth  chapter: 

"Have  ye  any  that  are  sick  among  you?  Bring 
them  hither.     Have  ye  any  that  are  lame,  or 
blind,  or  halt,  or  maimed,  or  leprous,  or  that  are

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A  HISTORIC  JOURNEY  — 


PRESIDENT  McKAY'S 

TOUR 


Members  of  the  Church  living  in  the  islands  of 
the  Pacific  recently  had  their  first  opportunity 
of  personally  meeting  and  hearing  a  Prophet 
of  God  when  President  David  O.  McKay 
undertook  an  extensive  journey  into  the  Pacific 
to  look  after  important  matters  of  the  Church 
in  the  missions  there  and  to  visit  the  saints  of 
the  islands.  This  visit  was  the  first  the  saints 
of  the  Pacific,  other  than  those  of  Hawaiian 
Islands,  have  experienced  with  a  President  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

President  McKay  was  accomparied  by  Mrs. 
McKay  and  President  Franklin  J.  Murdock, 
Church  mission  transportation  agent.  The 
party  left  Salt  Lake  City  Sunday  evening  the 
2nd  of  January  while  President  and  Sister 
McKay  were  observing  their  54th  wedding 
anniversary. 

On  the  morning  of  the  4th  a  Strata  Clipper, 
"Southern  Cross,*'  carried  the  party  from  the 
coast  of  San  Francisco  in  the  direction  of  the 
Pacific  Island.  The  plane  glided  graceful1  y 
down  from  the  sky  for  a  brief  stay  at  the 
Honolulu  Mission  while  President  McKay 
visited  there. 

As  the  plane  reached  Canton  Island  an  un- 
usual weather  condition  delayed  the  progress  of 
the  journey  for  a  few  hours.  We  learn  of  this 
delay  and  the  incidents  following  from  the 
report  of  Franklin  J.  Murdock. 

"We  were  delayed  here  for  three  hours 
because  of  warnings  that  a  hurricane  was 
coming  north  from  Suva.  The  hurricane  finally 
turned  around  in  its  path  and  started  south 


towards  Suva  again,  but  by  the  time  we  arrived 
it  had  changed  its  course  abruptly  and  was 
going  eastward,  making  our  landing  at  Nandi 
safe  and  without  incident. 

"The  black  flags  which  were  the  final  warn- 
ings were  still  flying,  though  the  hurricane  was 
well  on  its  way  north  and  eastward  from  Suva. 
Officials  at  Nandi  and  Suva  were  puzzled  to 
see  the  hurricane  take  such  a  course.  Even  the 
official  at  the  cable  office  showed  President 
McKay  how  it  had  suddenly  reversed  its  course 
at  the  same  time  of  his  arrival  at  Suva  and 
President  McKay  remarked  that  something  very 
unusual  had  happened." 

After  a  two  day  visit  in  Suva  President 
McKay  embarked  by  boat  for  Nukualofa  in 
the  Tonga  Islands.  He  arrived  there  January 
10th  aboard  the  SS  Tofua.  Remaining  in 
Honga  until  January  11th  he  sailed  aboard  the 
same  ship  for  Apia,  Samoa,  stopping  en  route 
at  Vavau,  Niue  and  Pago  Pago.  From  here 
President  McKay  and  his  party  boarded  a  plane 
and  flew  to  Aitutaki  and  Tahiti  and  then  re- 
traced their  travels  to  Samoa  before  going  to 
Auckland,  New  Zealand  for  a  weeks  visit. 

President  MaKay  completed  his  historic 
journey  by  stopping  at  Sydney,  Australia  on 
January  31st  for  a  few  days  before  he  returned 
to  Honolulu,  February  8th. 

When  returning  home  President  McKay  and 
his  party  had  travelled  over  45,000  miles  and 
had  visited  the  Tongan,  Samoan,  Tahitian,  New 
Zealand  and  Australian  Missions  of  the 
Church.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  OBJECTIVE 

Today  men  are  busily  engaged  in  developing 
and  building  articles,  large  and  small,  to  aid 
them  in  their  work  and  daily  living.  Cars, 
Trucks,  Ships  and  all  types  of  machinery  have 
been  devised,  extensive  railroad  systems  have 
been  built  and  huge  dams  constructed  to  con- 
trol the  gushing  river  waters.  Man  has  always 
tried  to  make  his  inventions  and  projects  look 
attractive  and  flashy  while  keeping  in  mind 
that  the  real  test  of  any  construction  isn't  in 
its  flashyness  but  in  its  ability  to  do  its  job  day 
after  day  without  breaking  down.  It  is  a  very 
poor  dam  that  someday  gives  way.  Dams,  if 
built  correctly,  should  not  give  way  but  stand 
all  strains. 

That  is  always  the  test  nowadays.  Does  it 
stand  up  under  strain?  Really  it  is  an  old  test 
revived.  For  Jesus  said,  nearly  two  thousand 
years  ago,  "Ye  shall  know  them  by  their 
fruits." 

The  purpose  of  the  Sunday  School,  as  every- 
one knows,  is  to  make  Latter-day  Saints.  But 
what  does  this  mean?  In  its  lowest  terms  it 
means  helping  its  members  to  become  so  fixed 
in  their  conviction  of  spiritual  truth  that  they 
can  stand  up  under  whatever  pressure  may 
come  from  without. 

Something  is  wrong  somewhere  when  a  boy 
or  girl  cheats  in  an  examination  in  religion  or 
ethics.  Something  is  wrong  somewhere  when 
a  boy  who  has  been  brought  up  in  our  church 
organizations,  but  who,  when  he  becomes  a 
bookkeeper  in  a  bank,  gets  away  with  money 
that  does  not  belong  to  him. 

The  dam  has  given  way! 

Whose  fault  is  it? 

And  then,  en  the  other  hand,  something  is 
just  right  somewhere  when  a  young,  fellow 
after  a  financial  reverse,  picks  himself  up  again 
and  sets  to  work  to  regain  his  losses.  Something 
is  right  somewhere  when  a  young  woman  main- 


tains her  standard  in  spite  of  adverse  condi- 
tions. 

It  is  because  the  dam  has  stood  the  strain. 
To  somebody  credit  is  due. 

The  Sunday  School  is  largely  what  we  make 
it.  What  kind  of  material  are  we  putting 
into  it?  What  intelligence?  What  guidance? 
What  energy  and  enthusiasm?  Are  v\e  getting 
our  message  over,  so  that  it  becomes  ingrained 
in  the  vital  fiber  of  our  youth? 

"By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them." 

What  kind  of  lives  do  our  graduates  live 
after  they  leave  us?  That  is  the  crucial  ques- 
tion. To  be  sure,  the  Sunday  School  is  not 
the  only  influence  that  goes  into  the  making  of 
our  boys  and  girls,  but  it  should  be  powerful. 

We  must  see  to  it  that  the  dam  does  not  give 
way! 

THE  TEACHER'S  RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Sunday  School  officers  and  teachers  who 
are  aware  of  their  position  do  well  the  task 
that  is  essential  in  the  Church.  They  supervise 
and  teach  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the 
entire  membership  of  the  Church.  They  aid 
the  Saints  in  the  proper  interpretation  of  the 
requirements  of  the  Latter-day  Saint  faith.  They 
contribute,  along  with  the  parents,  to  the 
religious  training  of  the  boys  and  girls  who 
become  the  men  and  women  of  tomorrow. 

It  is  a  fine  experience  to  feel  that  one  shares 
with  others  the  responsibility  for  greater  church 
loyalty  and  for  an  appreciation  of  the  authori- 
ties who  have  been  commissioned  to  administer 
the  affairs  of  the  church.  One  surely  does 
enjoy  cultivating  the  desire,  in  the  hearts  of  the 
children,  to  be  called  on  a  mission  into  some 
part  of  the  world  to  spread  the  gospel  of 
hope.

When  attempting  to  write  an  article  on  this 
subject,  one  is  haunted  from  the  start  by  the 
thought  that  most  people  will  probably  regard 
the  finished  product  as  redundant.  The'  sub- 
ject is  one  which  is  painfully  familiar  to  most 
of  us;  we  have  heard  sermons  about  it,  we 
have  studied  Sunday  School  lessons  devoted 
to  it,  we  have  read  books  about  it.  Surely, 
concerning  this  matter  at  least,  we  now  know 
all  we  need  to  know?  Perhaps  indeed  we  do 
know  all  that  is  necessary,  in  the  sense  that 
we  have  acquired  all  the  facts  needed  for  our 
solution  to  the  personal  problem  of  applying

our  religion  to  everyday  life.  Frequently, 
however,  we  find  ourselves  lacking  in  the  in- 
clination to  apply  these  facts  or  the  technique 
with  which  to  apply  them,  so  that  possibly  we 
are  still  in  need  of  some  instruction.  This 
article  does  not  pretend  to  be  able  to  provide 
anything  that  deserves  to  be  called  "instruc- 
tion," nor  does  it  claim  any  originality  of  ap- 
proach; it  is  written  rather  because  its  author 
believes  that  the  problem  it  deals  with  is  so 
vitally  important  that  any  discussion  of  it 
may  be  valuable,  even  if  only  as  a  reminder  of 
its  existence. 


If  Latter-day  Saints  were  ever  to  indulge  in 
the  practice  known  as  "Pipe-dreaming,"  it  is 
a  fair  guess  that  their  dreams  would  on  occa- 
sion concern  a  Utopia  in  which  all  the  inhabi- 
tants were  Latter-day  Saints,  all  living  the 
Gospel  to  the  full  or  at  any  rate  all  attempting 
to  live  it  thus.  Such  dreams  would  indeed  be 
pleasant  ones,  and  there  must  be  many  a 
Latter-day  Saint  who  has  at  some  time  or  other 
expressed  his  deeply-felt  regret  that  the  char- 
acteristics of  this  Utopia  in  no  way  resemble 
those  of  the  world  in  which  he  finds  himself 
compelled  to  live.  First  of  all,  he  finds  that 
he  is  one  of  a  very  small  minority  insofar  as 
his  particular  religious  belief  is  concerned; 
further,  though  perhaps  the  greater  part  of  the 
remaining  majority  profress  some  or  other 
form  of  religion,  a  frightening  number  of  them 
are  all  too  obviously  engaged  in  serving  Mam- 
mon with  all  possible  vigour.  In  addition, 
they  are  trying  most  skillfully  to  increase  their 
numbers  by  all  manners  of  means;  it  is  a 
strong-willed  person  who  is  capable  of  with- 
standing their  persuasions.  That  many  are 
yielding  is  plain  to  anyone.  More  and  more, 
people  who  show  any  regard  for  maintenance 
of  moral  standards  are  finding  their  attitudes 
are  being  openly  derided.  The  day  before  this 
passage  was  written,  I  came  across  a  reference 
to  "professional  morality-mongers"  in  an 
article  on  state  lotteries  in  the  daily  press.  The 
phrase,  obviously  used  wijh  disparaging  in- 
tent, came  from  the  pen  of  a  journalist?  and 
not  from  one  of  a  certain  class  of  "intellectual" 
writer,  from  which  such  things  might  be  ex- 
pected. The  appearance  of  such  a  phrase  in  an 
article  in  the  popular  press — and  one  could 
quote  many  examples  of  this  sort  of  thing — 
is  an  indication  of  the  general  acceptance  of 
lowered  moral  standards  today. 

The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Latter-day 
Saint  knows,  is  difficult  to  live  in  the  face  of 
all  this;  unfortunately,  it  is  possible  that  in 
some  respects  it  may  be  even  more  difficult 
to  live  than  we  may  think.    To  illustrate:  we

The  rays  of  the  early  morning  sun  slanted  ^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ 

through  the  window  awakening  me  from  my 
nights  rest.  1  yawned,  glanced  at  the  clock, 
jumped  out  of  bed  and  quickly  showered. 
Today  was  my  first  Sunday  in  South  Africa 
and  I  was  looking  forward  to  meeting  some  of 
the  saints.  After  a  hurried  breakfast  Elder 
Mayo  led  the  way  to  Jeppe  Station  where  we 
climbed  aboard  the  train  headed  for  Benoni. 

The  day  was  calm  and  quiet  with  not  a/ 
sound  but  the  occasional  buzz  of  an  insect 
soaking  in  the  hazy  sun.  We  arrived  at  the 
meeting  place  and  the  Sunday  School  got  under 
way. 

The  hours  passed  rapidly  with  the  hospitality 
of  the  growing  branch  making  me  feel  quite 
at  home  as  I  talked  and  visited  with  the  people. 
The  evening  air  was  cooler  and  as  the  sacra- 
ment service  took  place  I  sat  back  delighted 
with  the  cool  breeze  that  drifted  through  the 
room  while  I  enjoyed  the  speaking  Elders 
remarks.  I  noticed  a  small  but  impressive  man, 
who  was  to  be  the  second  speaker,  seated 
listening  intently  and  deep  in  thought.  His  hair 
was  dark  and  combed  straight  back  with  a 
slight  part  on  the  left  side.  There  was  a  natural 
smile  on  his  face  and  a  twinkle  of  enthusiasm 
in  his  eye.  He  rose  to  speak  and  I  quickly 
sensed  the  tone  of  experienced  speaking  and 
ability  of  leadership  as  he  inculcated  the  truths 
of  the  Restored  Gospel  to  his  audience.  1 
listened,  lost  in  the  ideas  he  was  presenting, 
until  he  abruptly  came  to  a  close,  bore  a 
striking  and  sincere  testimony  of  the  Gospel, 
and  sat  down. 

I  was  anxious  to  meet  this  "active  little 
behive"  so  as  the  meeting  concluded  I  made  my 
way  slowly  through  the  people  towards  him. 
He  was  talking  to  Elder  Mayo  about  a  picture 
which  he  held  of  himself  standing  with  Presi- 
dent David  O.  McKay.  Elder  Mayo  introduced 
this  cheerful  man  to  me  and  for  the  first  time 
I  shook  hands  with  Brother  Isak  C.  Louw, 
President  of  the  Transvaal  District.  His  hand- 
clasp was  firm  as  he  extended  to  me  a  hearty 
welcome  to  South  Africa  and  then  proudly 
showing  me  the  picture  told  in  his  happy  and 
enthusiastic  manner  the  joy  and  thrill  he  ex- 
perienced as  he  welcomed  the  prophet  of  God 
to  Johannesburg  when  the  picture  was  taken. 
I  could  see  the  love  and  devotion  this  man 
had  for  the  Gospel  as  his  voice  humbly  pic- 
tured for  me  his  meeting  of  President  McKay.

As  Brother  Louw  said  good-bye  to  the  members 
of  the  branch  I  sensed  the  deep  appreciation 
that  these  people  had  for  this  man  with  his 
amazing  influence  for  good. 

Two  months  later  1  was  transferred  to  the 
Springs  Branch  where  Brother  Louw  lived.  The 
new  chapel  there  was  nearing  completion  so 
one  Saturday  afternoon  I  ventured  down  to  see 
this  newly  erected  building.  I  found  Brother 
I.  C.  Louw  busily  cementing  in  a  stone  walk  to 
the  entrance  of  the  building.  In  his  cheerful 
manner  he  greeted  me  as  I  brought  my  bike 
to  a  stop  at  the  gate. 

"Hello  there  Elder  Walker,"  he  called  as  he 
pushed  a  stone  firmly  in  place,  "bring  your 
bike  inside  the  fence  and  I'll  show  you  our 
new  chapel " 

The  smell  of  fresh  paint  and  recently  cut 
lumber  filled  the  rooms  as  we  looked  over  the 
nearly  finished  building.  Brother  Louw  was 
thrilled  with  this  house  of  the  Lord.  There 
was  a  distant  look  in  his  eyes  as  he  stared  at 
the  chapel  and  with  thanksgiving  said,  "I've 
waited  over  twenty  years  for  this  building.  It's 
a  dream  come  Irue." 

As  he  briefly  explained  the  development  of 
the  branch  in  attaining  the  building  I  couldn't 
help  but  wonder  how  this  stalwart  member  had 
first  come  in  contact  with  the  Latter-day  Saint 
people  and  what  had  occurred  in  his  life  to 
make  him  so  strong  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

Brother  I.C.  Louw  came  from  a  very  reli- 
gious home  and  bad  held  several  offices  in  the 
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youth  organization  of  the  Dutch  Reformed 
Church.  His  first  contact  with  the  Mormon 
people  was  in  East  London  when  he  became 
acquainted  with  the  Futter  family  who  were 
staunch  members  of  that  Branch.  He  started 
taking  active  part  in  church  socials  and  other 
activities  almost  immediately.  Sister  Mavis 
Futter,  whom  he  married  in  1934,  first 
presented  the  teachings  and  claims  of  the 
Restored  Church  to  Isak  as  he  continued  to 
grow  in  the  Gospel.  His  first  meeting  with 
the  missionaries  was  with  Elder  EVan  P. 
Wright  who  was  serving  his  first  mission  in 
South  Africa  at  that  time. 

In    1933    he   was    baptised    by    Elder    Dick 
Jakins  and  in  April    1934  became  the  second 


counsellor  in  the  Sunday  School  of  the  East 
London  Branch. 

With  the  depression  of  1929-34  Brother 
Louw  moved  to  the  Transvaal  where  he  found 
employment  in  Springs.  He  became  a  foun- 
dation member  of  the  branch  there  as  he 
served  in  several  offices  under  the  late  Brother 
D.  T.  Jubber  who  was  Branch  President  at  the 
time. 

Then  in  August  1935  he  was  called  to  be 
Branch  President  and  remained  in  that  position 
until  1944  when  he  was  called  to  serve  in  the 
District  Presidency.  One  year  later  he  again 
acted  as  Branch  President  of  the  Springs 
Branch  while  continuing  on  with  the  District 
(Continued    on    page    50) 
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are  frequently  aware  that  our  manner  of  doing 
certain  things  is  suspect  when  measured 
against  the  standards  set  by  the  Gospel;  has  it 
ever  occurred  to  us  that  our  manner  of  think- 
ing about  certain  problems,  when  judged  by 
the  same  standards,  is  suspect  as  well?  Largely 
as  a  result  of  external  influences  to  which  we 
have  long  been  exposed,  we  have  acquired  cer- 
tain prejudices,  e.g.  racial  or  political  ones.  If 
on  occasion  we  do  stop  to  think  about  these 
prejudices  as  a  result  of  being  troubled  by  our 
consciences,  it  often  happens  that  we  start  by 
assuming  the  correctness  of  our  attitudes  and 
then  proceed,  by  questionable  processes  of 
reasoning,  to  reconcile  these  attitudes  with 
the  Gospel.  Do  we  ever  try  to  analyze  our 
prejudices  objectively  in  terms  of  Gospel 
standards?  If  not,  then  in  this  respect  at  least 
we  are  no  different  from  the  bulk  of  non- 
Latter-day  Saints.  Which  is  a  pity,  since  the 
world  badly  needs  guidance  in  these  matters; 
the  least  that  ought  to  be  expected  of  those 
who  have  accepted  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
is  that  they  should  attempt  to  supply  such 
guidance.  Some  of  our  prejudices  are  too 
obviously  in  conflict  with  the  Gospel  for  us  to 
dare  to  rationalize  them  in  the  manner  de- 
scribed above;  it  is  a  sad  fact  that  some  of  us 
appear  never  to  have  tried  to  rid  ourselves  of 
them.  Thus  it  is  distressing  to  hear  Church 
members  speak  disparagingly  of,  say,  Jews  as 
Jews;  if  Latter-day  Saints  cannot  be  depended 
upon  to  set  the  example  of  showing  a  truly 
Christian  attitude  towards  their  fellowmen, 
who  can? 

We  Latter-day  Saints  are  frequently  termed, 
and  like  to  think  of  ourselves  a  "A  peculiar 
people";  as  far  as  non-Latter-day  Saints  are 
concerned,  this  "Peculiarity"  lies  in  our  ob- 
servance  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom  and,  to  a 


lesser  extent,  of  the  laws  of  tithing  and  of 
Sabbath-Day  observance.  Here  indeed  the  ex- 
ample is  being  set,  and  splendidly  set.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  if  Latter-day  Saints  were 
similarly  zealously  in  loving  their  neighbour, 
being  honest  in  thought  and  honest  in  business, 
they  would  be  highly  "peculiar"  in  these  re- 
spects also,  since  it  is  safe  to  assert  that  the 
majority  of  "Christians"  pay  only  lip-service 
to  these  principles.  The  world,  in  fact  needs 
such  "peculiarity"  very  badly,  and  it  is  more 
than  possible  that  some  of  its  citizens  would 
be  inspired  by  convincing  demonstrations  to 
become  likewise  "peculiar."  Once  again,  the 
responsibility  of  the  Latter-day  Saint  is  clear. 

It  has  become  something  of  a  platitude  that 
"Mormonism"  is  a  seven-day-a-week-and- 
twenty-four-hours-a-day  religion,  as  opposed 
to  religions  that  apparently  only  need  to  be 
lived  on  Sundays.  So  familiar  are  we  with 
this  statement  that  we  are  sometimes  less  con- 
cerned than  we  ought  to  be  about  providing 
practical  evidence  of  its  truth.  A  seven-day-a- 
week  religion  is  one  which  involves  constant, 
conscientious  and  uncompromising  following 
of  one's  principles  in  one's  thinking  and  doing. 
It  is  our  basic  responsibility  as  members  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  to  think  of  our  religion  in  this  way 
and  set  about  showing  how  this  outlook  finds 
practical  application  in  our  lives.  Non-Mor- 
mons may  be  impressed  by  our  observance  of 
the  Word  of  Wisdom;  they  may  be  even  more 
impressed  if  they  are  convinced  that  we  are 
making  a  determined  effort  to  live  to  the  full 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  have  coven- 
anted to  do  as  much  upon  our  entrance  into 
the  waters  of  baptism;  it  is  my  prayer  that 
we  will  alwavs  seek  to  honour  that  covenant- 
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withered,  <>r  that  are  deaf,  or  that  are  afflicted 
In  any  manner?  Bring  them  hither  and  I  will 
heal  them,  for  I  have  compassion  upon  you;  my 
bowels  art>  filled  with   nercy. 

For  I  perceive  that  ye  desire  that  I  should 
.'.how  unto  you  what  i  have  done  unto  your 
brethren  at  Jerusalem,  for  I  see  that  your  faith 
is  sufficient  that  I  should  heal  you. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  he  had  thus 
spoken,  all  the  multitude,  with  one  accord,  did 
go  forth  with  their  sick  and  their  afflicted,  and 
their  lam™,  and  with  their  blind,  and  with  their 
dumb,  and  with  all  them  that  were  afflicted  in 
any  manner;  and  he  did  heal  them  every  one 
as  they  were  brought  forth  unto  him 

And  they  did,  all  both  they  who  had  been 
healed  and  they  who  were  whole,  bow  down  at 
his  feet,  and  did  worship  him;  and  as  many  as 
could  come  for  the  multitude  did  kiss  his  feet, 
insomuch  that  they  did  bathe  his  feet  with  their 
tears 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  commanded  that 
their  little  children  should  be  brought. 

So  they  brought  their  little  children  and  set 
them  down  upon  the  ground  round  about  him. 
and  Jesus  stood  in  the  midst:  and  the  multitude 
gave  way  till  they  had  all  been  brought  unto 
him. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  all 
had  been  brought,  and  Jesus  stood  in  the  midst, 
he  commanded  the  multitude  that  they  should 
kneel  down  upon  the  ground.

And  as  they  looked  to  behoid  they  cast  their 
eyes  towards  heaven,  and  they  saw  the  heavens 
open,  and  they  saw  angels  descending  out  of 
heaven  as  it  were  in  the  midst  of  fire;  and  they 
came  down  and  encircled  those  little  ones  about, 


and  they  were  encircled  about  with  fire;  and 
the  angels  did  minister  unto  them."  abld..  17: 
7-24.1 

Add  to  all  this  the  manifestation  of  this  same 
Jesus  to  the  boy  prophet  in  our  own  day. 
Remind  yourselves  of  that  great  vision: 

"At  length  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  I 
must  either  remain  in  darkness  and  confusion, 
or  else  I  must  do  as  James  directs,  that  is.  ask 
of  God.  I  at  length  came  to  the  determinat'on 
to  "ask  of  God,"  concluding  that  if  he  gave 
w'sio'n  to  them  that  lacked  wisdom,  and  would 
give  liberally,  and  not  upraid,  I  might  venture. 

So.  in  accordance  with  this,  my  determination 
attempt.  It  was  on  the  morning  of  a  beautiful, 
to  ask  of  God.  I  retired  to  the  woods  to  make  the 
clear  day,  early  in  the  spring  of  e'ghteen 
hundred  and  twenty.  It  was  the  first  time  in 
my  life  that  I  had  made  such  an  attempt,  for 
amidst  all  my  anxieties  I  had  never  as  yet  made 
the  attempt  to  pray  vocally. 

After  I  had  retired  to  the  place  where  I  had 
previously  designed  to  go.  having  lcoked 
around  me,  and  finding  myself  alone.  I  knee^d 
down  and  began  to  offer  up  the  des;re  of  my 
heart  to  God.  I  had  scarcely  done  so,  when 
immediately  I  was  seized  upon  by  some  power 
which  entirely  overcame  me,  and  had  such  an 
astonishing  influence  over  me  as  to  bind  my 
tongue  so  that  I  could  not  speak.  Thick  dark- 
ness gathered  around  me,  and  it  seemed  to  me 
for  a  time  as  if  I  were  doomed  to  sudden  de- 
struction. 

But.  exerting  all  my  powers  to  call  upon  God 
to  deliver  me  out  of  the  power  of  this  enemy 
which  had  seized  upon  me,  and  at  the  very 
imaginary  ruin,  but  to  the  power  of  some 
and  abondon  myself  to  destruction — not  to  an 
moment  when  I  was  ready  to  sink  into  desoa'r 
actual  being  from  the  unseen  world,  who  had 
such  marvellous  power  as  I  had  never  before 
felt  in  any  being — iust  at  this  moment  of  great 
alarm,  I  saw  a  pillar  of  light  exactly  over  my 
head,  above  the  brightness  of  the  sun,  which 
descended  gradually  until  it  fell  upon  me. 

It  no  sooner  appeared  than  I  found  myself 
delivered  from  the  enemy  which  held  me  bound. 
When  the  light  rested  upon  me  I  saw  two 
Personages,  whose  brightness  and  glory  defy  all 
description,  standing  above  me  in  the  air.  One 
of  them  spake  unto  me,  calling  me  bv  name  and 
said,  pointing  to  the  other — This  is  Mv  Beloved 
Son.  Hear  Him!"  (P.  of  G.P.,  Joseph  Smith 
2:13-17.) 

We  have  His  record  in  the  gospels.  We  have 
His  visitation  in  Third  Nephi.  And  our  Church 
rests  upon  the  fact  that  He  has  come  to  declare 
the  everlasting  gospel  to  us  in  our  day  and  to 
restore  it.  I  give  you  my  witness  that  He  has 
so  restored  it.  I  join  with  these  brethren  here, 
the  honour  of  whose  association  I  have  from 
week  to  week,  in  that  testimony.  New  among 
them,  I  bear  you  witness  they  are  strong  men; 
thev  are  men  of  God;  and  you  can  with  full 
heart  sustain  them. 

Now  :n  the  resolution  of  your  heart  let  me 
challenge  you: 

Ninetv  and  nine  are  with  dreams  content, 
But  the  hope  of  a  world  made  new 
Is  the  hundredth  man  who  is  grimly  bent 
On  making  that  dream  come  true.

vale  church  attendance.  What  greater  work  can 
one  do  than  to  aid  the  young  church  member- 
ship to  live  lives  where  there  will  be  more 
kindliness,  more  humility,  more  tolerance,  more 
repentance,  and  more  forgiveness.  The  world 
is  needing  just  such  men  with  these  fine  attri- 
butes. It  is  indeed  a  privilege  to  contribute 
to  the  improvement  of  the  world  just  that 
much. 

This  will  be  done  well  by  those  who  realise 
the  functions  of  Sunday  School  work  in  the 
Church  and  the  opportunities  which  it  affords. 
To  be  a  Sunday  School  teacher  is  to  be 
characterized  by  such  experience  as  the  above. 

Nothing  pays  higher  dividends  than  teaching. 
A  second  thought  will  convince  the  thinking 
person  that  Sunday  School  teaching  is  an 
opportunity,  a  privilege,  and  a  blessing  for 
improvement  in  personality  traits  accompanies 
the  teaching  act.

There  is  no  surer 
test  of  self-conceit  or  egotism  than  teaching 
a  group  of  dare-devil  twelve-year-old  boys. 
There  exists  no  greater  opportunity  for  the 
cultivation  of  patience  and  fortitude  than 
teaching  certain  adult  groups  in  religious 
circles. 

Nothing  is  comparable  to  the  spiritual  glow 
that  comes  with  religious  work  well  done.
